The suddenncRs of the declarations of war thai 
preceded the present Kuropean conflict undoubte«l 
ly w.is ndvnntap;eouH to (!ennaiiy's l.ind forces. 
Like a great machim- tin- tlerman army moved to 
ward destinations that had been ordained for many 
years. Indeed, if it had not been for the stand of 
the nel<rians at Mt'ire, which <:ave llie l'"n'iirli .nn 
opportunity to niobili/.e, we should dtnibtlcss by 
this time have heard of the battle of Douai or of 
some other point on the road to Paris. On the 
rnslcrn frontier of (!eriiiany there is no compar 
ison between the (piiekly-moviiig Teiilon ami llu 
lumbering RIav. Germany is evidently looking 
toward Tiii.ssia with an opianimity that will not 
immediately be disturbed. 

But the very element that favored fierinnny on 
land has militated against her at sea.

Their loss will be felt not only in the in 
evitable engapement that is to decide sen snpn' 
iiiaey, but in the event of a lonjj war and a resort to 
secondary forces their absence will be irreparable 
The effect of the precipitious declarnlionn of war 
will be felt not alone during hostilities When |>eai 
shall have beep declared and a t*dl is taken of (!ei 
many's great merchant marine, there will be inaii.\ 
missing vessels to which the present situation eann 
as a devastating storm from a clear sky. — Times 
Star.
